Mr. Chairman: 

Your Committee, appointed to wait upon his Honor, Judge 
Smith, and request him to administer the oath to the respective 
members of the Council, would respectfully report that his 
Honor will be present for that purpose at half past ten o'clock, 
A. M, E- SMITH, Chairman. 


The oaths of allegiance and of office were administered, by 
his Honor, Judge Smith, to the President elect and each of the 
respective members of the Council. 

he President, upon faking the Chair, addressed the mem- 
bers and gentlemen assembled, as follows: 
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Genilemen of the Council: 


It is with feelings of gratitude I embrace this opportunity of 
returning to you my sincere thanks for the honor you have had 
the kindness to confer upon me, in selecting me to preside over 
the deliberations of this branch of our Legislature. Though 
I enter upon the discharge of the duties of this position with 
feelings of diffidence, yet, having accepted the trust, I shall 
endeavor, in my humble capacity, to discharge those duties 
fairly and impartially. 

It is of the utmost importance that our deliberations be con- 
ducted in a spirit of harmony and good feeling. Our Terri- 
tory being yet, comparatively speaking, in its infancy, it being 
less than one year since the adoption of our first Code of Laws, 
we find that many of the measures of the last session need re- 
vision ; while there are other subjects upon which it is neces- 
sary to legislate at this time; and I doubt not we will find that 
the forty days allotted to us, will be found short enough in 
which to transact all the business that will come before us. 
And, in view of the importance and character of the business 
upon which we will be called to act, it is imperatively neces- 
sary that we exercise the utmost care and caution, for we are 
ealled upon to make those rules and regulations which are to 
govern our enjoyment of the inalienable rights of life, liberty, 
the enjoyment of the rights of property, and the pursuit of 
happiness. The future prosperity and success of our Territory 
greatly depends upon the character of our legislation. We 
have in our Territory the elements of a glorious and populous 
State; but those elements need the fostering genius of correct 
and judicious legislation to bring them to maturity, that we 
may reap the benefit of them. We are even now rapidly ap- 
proaching that point of development in our vast and inexhaust- 
ible mineral resources, and in agriculture, and that importance, 
in point of population and improvement, which will ere long 
entitle us to a position in the galaxy of States, thereby adding 
another star to the glorious constellation already inscribed upon 
the banner of our great Union, 

And, gentlemen, l sincerely trust that the future of the 
great. country we represent here, will, by its prosperity, attest 
the wisdom and correction of our action, and that when we 
return to our constituents, we will meet their entire appro- 
bation. 

To the accomplishment of this, I shall constantly labor. 
And, in conclusion, permit me to add, that in discharging 
the duties you have called upon me to perform, they may be, 
by your co-operation, made agreeable and easy to me; other- 
wise they may be rendered annoying. But I doubt not, that. 
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on all reasonable occasions, you will freely grant me your in- 
dulgence and ‘forbearance. Finally, ‘permit me; gentlemen, 
again to renew my assurances of gratitude for the honor you 
have conferred upon me, in assigning me the position of Pres- 
ident of the Council. I shall constantly endeavor ‘to so dis- 
charge the duties of this office, that, at the conclusion of our 
labors, I may receive your entire approbation,

delivered the following message : i 


MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR. 


Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives : 


Amid this hour, when'the clouds of civil war darken the at- 
mosphere, lighted only by the sun-bursts of glory that surround 
the achievements of our heroic-army and devoted navy; when 
a wicked rebellion lies like a writhing serpent, death-wounded 
in the last hours of its venomous existence, and over its gory 
form the shining waters of the river of peace sparkle tempt- 
ingly, just beyond our lips; in this hour, when our hearts are 
atill bleeding for the loved ones who have fallen nobly in this 
great strife for the Union and the Constitution of our fathers ; 
when the tears are undried in the eyes of the widow, and the 
death-damp still pales the cheek of the husband; when the 
resources, and blood, and’ treasure, have all gone forth as pre- 
cious sacrifices upon Freedom’s holiest altar; when the rights 
of self-government are imperiled by this contest, and empe- 
rors and kings stand ready to cast lots for the parted robe of 
departing liberty ;—thus you meet, the servants of confiding 
constituencies, to aid Fdaho’s advancement toward Statehood, 
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by the patriotism of your purposes, the soundness of your 
judgment, and the wisdom of your deliberations. The benefi- 
cent care of the best of governments, is your heritage, and 
that of your children’s children, and only as faithful repre- 
sentatives can you prove worthy of so hallowed a trust, by 
transmitting it, undimmed by time, unsullied by dishonor, 
without a stain of disloyalty, to future generations, 

I congratulate you, that general health and prosperity has 
been the lot of all classes of men, and branches of industry, 
within our Territory. 

I congratulate you, that quiet has been maintained in our 
borders—justice has been administered, and the laws promptly 
and impartially executed. 

I congratulate you, that the soil, wherever cultivated and 
irrigated, has yielded the richest to the husbandman, and man- 
ual labor received its highest reward. 

I congratulate you, upon the new and important discoveries 
of the precious metals, from the mountains of Pen d’Oreille, 
the gulches of South Boise, to the shores of the Bruno, reward- 
ing well the arduous zeal of the pioneer and the prospector. 

I congratulate you that the ever faithful Nez Perces, true to 
their ancient friendship for the white man, under many provo- 
cations and temptations, have given an admirable lesson of 
Christian forbearance and-fidelity to the Government. 

I congratulate you upon the extraordinary energy displayed 
by the people in the construction of roads, in the building of 
towns, the improvement of ranches, the sinking of shafts, and 
the immense export of gold and silver this year, second to no 
State or Territory in the Union. 

I would respectfully submit for your consideration that por- 
tion of the Organic Act that wisely provides for the support of 
schoois in tne future. It is in the common school that the 
most of our chiidren take their first and final lessons in educa- 
tion. Itisin them that the inost o* us are prepared for the 
duties and struggles of life, and it is to them, more than all 
other causes, that we owe the instinctive love for our institu- 
tions, and acquire the knowledge and self-reliance to defend 
them. The blessings of free schools, like the dews of heaven, 
fall on the rich and poor alike, and the instructions we receive 
in our youth are the last that we remember in our old age. 
They are the conservators of morals, the handmaids of religion, 
and the mothers of patriotism. 

I would respectfully submit for your consideration the laws 
passed +r the last Legislature, and urge upon you a thorough 
revision and codification of the same, either by an Act author- 
izing the appointment of a commissjon or otherwise, The 
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many typographical errors, omissions, repetitions, and conflict- 
ing sections, prevent the masses of the people, as well as the 
officers in the Territory, from knowing what is law, and are 
no small detriment to the Courts. This opinion is maintained 
by many able jurists, and it seems that some remedy is indis- 
ensable. 

P I would respectfully submit for your consideration, the re- 
port of the Territorial Auditor, showing the amount of the in- 
debtedness of the Territory, and what moneys were received, 
and how disbursed; also, the kinds of money collected in the 
different counties. An economical administration of affairs 
can alone secure respect at home or credit abroad. Public 
faith with the creditors of the Territory should be kept invio- 
late. In connection with his report, I would suggest that all 
taxes levied be payable in a uniform currency, as the manner 
best calculated to give satisfaction to the entire people, and that 
officers connected with its collection and disbursement be held 
to a strict accountability, by a suitable law, incapable of a 
doubtful meaning or double construction, so far as their duties 
are concerned. 

I would respectfully submit for your consideration that pro- 
vision be made for compensating the Territorial Auditor and 
Probate Judges, for their official labors. Some provisions 
doubtless will be made, so that capable persons will fill the po- 
sitions. Perhaps it would be well to limit the amount of com- 
pensation of county officers to a fixed sum, and allow all in 
excess of that amount to go to the Treasury. I question the 
policy of having fees allowed, which in certain localities amount 
to several thousand dollars, while in other localities, for like 
duties and confinement to official labor, the fees amount to a 
bare pittance. All officers should be well and promptly paid. 

I would respectfully submit for your consideration, that the 
means of communication with the different parts of the Terri- 
tory is a subject of primary importance ; and it is of question- 
able policy to grant special franchises to irresponsible individ- 
uals, without guarding them in such a manner that the best 
interests of the people shall not suffer by their failure to com- 
ply with the required stipulations. Itstrikes me,a general law 
to meet all such cages would effect, in a better way, this pur- 
pose, than the legislation heretofore had on the subject. 

The ancient emigrant road through a portion of Idaho, trod- 
den by the feet of the early settlers, made precious by their 
sufferings, often dyed with their blood, and consecrated by 
their graves, in fact the true via sacra, if possible, should re- 
main free to all, and-if improvements are made, ahd chartered 
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rights granted, let it be over those portions where an absolute 
necessity commends them to your judgment. 

I wonld respectfully submit for your consideration, the ne- 
cessity of a militia law, as ccatemplated in the provisions of 
the Organic Act. A militia perfectly organized, well equipped, 
is the cheapest means of home protection, and the surest way 
of insuring peace with the hostile tribes upon our borders, 
Whenever the fact is known, that independent companies, 
under such a law, have been organized, it insures the security 
of the Territory, and should outrages be perpetrated, or out- 
breaks occur, they would be the great reliance of the friends 
of Jaw and order. Leaving with you the details, I feel the 
subject will receive that share of attention that it so well de- 
Serves. 

I would respectfully submit to you, for your consideration, 
the mining interests of this Territory. By judicious legislation, 
you will invite outside capital, without stint, to aid in their 
development. ‘This interest should be most kindly fostered, as 
the bed rock of Idaho’s prosperity. Some system of general 
legislation, by which security of the claimants of claims, and 
uniform laws throughout the different mining camps, could be 
had, would accomplish an end earnestly desired. In this con- 
nection, I would call your attention to the Gold and Silver 
Quartz Lead Law, and for the better protection of that hardy 
class of our population, to whom danger is not a sentiment, 
and fear is unknown; who, amid trackless wastes, snow-clad 
mountains, and deep down cafions, pursue their enterprises, 
with no capital but their rough hands, and no defender but 
their revolver; who, without the knowledge of books, have 
given the world its choicest geological, geographical and agri- 
cultural izformation, in tracing ledges, traversing rivers, and 
exploring valleys, which, but for them, would have still re- 
mained an unknown land beyond the Rocky Mountains, That, 
under no circumstances should they lose all the benefits result- 
ing from their original d:yvoveries, legislation should take ths 
place of litigation, and proper amendments be made, which 
would secure to them all their hard-earned rights and privileges. 

The vast immeasurable structural wealth embodied within 
our confines, so nicely balanced of mineral, farming and graz- 
ing interests, with mountain forests of timber land and water 
power of every description, eminently adapt us for a self-sup- 
porting community. The fertile bottom lands of the St. Joseph, 
Coeur D’Alene, 4 kane, Lahtoh, Palouse, Lapwaii, Koos- 
koos-kia, Nas-so, Payette, Weiser, Boise, Malade, and their 
tributaries, would alone sustain, properly cultivated, a popula- 
tion larger than most of the Atlantic States, while the ranges 
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of nutritious “bunch grass,” suitable for herds, cover millions 
of acres. Add to this placer diggings of greater or less rich- 
ness, extending for hundreds of square miles, with well de- 
fined gold and silver bearing quartz ledges, unrivaled by those 
of Mexico or Peru, a glorious climate, with Syrian summers 
and Italian winters, bespeak the permanence of our untold re- 
sources, and the prosperity that surely and positively await 
their development, i earnestly request your co-operation, that 
Congress be memorialized for the removal of the obstructions 
to the navigation of the Snake or Sho-sho-nee River, A few 
thousand dollars properly expended would give this portion of 
the Territory a water communication with the Pacific nearly 
the entire season. Thesame principle in granting the appro- 
priations would apply as in other riyer and harbor internal 
improvement bills, 

I earnestly request your co-operation that the War Depart- 
ment be memorialized to establish two military posts, one be- 
tween Soda Springs and Great Cammas prairie, and another 
on the head waters of the Owyhee river, for the protection of 
the frontier settlements; those now established haying, from 
the numerous populations around them, ceased to effect this 
desirable purpose. 

I earnestly request vour co-operation that Congress be 
memorialized for the estadlishment of a mint and assay office 
in this Territory, that the honest miner should not be doubly 
taxed ere he render available the proceeds of his labor. Where 
the gold is produced there it should be coined, without the de- 
lays and expenses of a tedious transportation. 

I earnestly request your co-operation that Congress be 
memorialized to construct a military road from Lewiston via 
Elk City to Fort Benton ; not only to aid the emigration flowing 
westward, but asa necessity at the present time, that route be- 
ing much more feasible than the Mullan wagen road, and the 
distance shortened several hundred miles from any route now 
traveled. 

I earnestly request your co-operation that Congress be 
memorialized to establisa a mail route from Lewiston-to the 
Humboldt: River and Red Bluffs via Slate Creek, Florence, 
Warren's Diggings, Payette Lake, Payetteville, Boise City, 
Ruby City and Owyhee, as the best practicable method of ac- 
commodating the growing- interests of those sections of ex- 
tended domain, and facilitating our intercourse with Nevada 
and California, 

I earnestly request your co-operation that Congress be mem- 
orialized to establish a daily mai! line from Salt Lake to Boise 
City, believing that the emigration and migration it will con- 
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tribute, in the way of mail facilities, to do the greatest good 
to the greatest number, cementing the warm ties of affection 
and interest which bind us indissolubly to the Atlantic Coast, 

I earnestly request your co-operation that Congress be 
memorialized to grant the charter for a branch Pacilic Rail- 
road from some point near Salt Lake City to Wallula, thereby 
‘connecting the waters of the Colorado with the waters of the 
Upper Columbia. The merits of this measure are of national 
importance; asa great commercial thoroughfare through our 
Territory they cannot be too highly valued. It is an enter- 
prise that our rapidly increasing population will, with great 
unanimity, heartily approve. 

Whether my suggestions are carried out, or others supply 
their place, it will be my pleasure to give my hearty sanction 
to all measures that shall seem to benefit and forward the well 
being of the entire people, and may you as Legislators be 
wisely influenced by that wisdom that cometh from above, and 
God ever have you in his holy keeping,

We 
recommend the adoption of the joint rules of the last session 
of the Council and House of Representatives as follows, to

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JOINT RULES OF THE COUNCIL AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 
I. 


In every case of an amendment of a bill agreed to in one 
house and dissented from in the other, if either house shall 
request a conference and appoint a committee to confer, the 
other house shall appoint a like committee; and such com- 
mittees shall meet at a convenient hour, to be agreed upon by 
their respective chairmen, and shall confer upon the differences 
between the two houses, and shall report as early as conven- 
ient the results of their conference to their respective houses 
for their action. =

When a message shall be sent from either house, it shall be 
announced at the door by the doorkeeper, and shall be re- 
spectfully communicated to the chair by the person by whom 
it may be sent, Ai 


TI, 


Messages shall be sent by the Secretary or Clerk, or by 
such persons as a sense of propriety of each House may de- 
termine to be proper. ; 


IV. 


Notice of the action of either House to the other shall be 
on paper, and under the signature of the Secretary or Clerk of 
the House from which such notice is to be conveyed.

After a bill shall have passed both Houses, it shall be duly 
enrolled by the enrolling Olerk of the House of Representa- 
tives, or of the Council, as the bill may have originated in the 
one or the other House, before it shall be presented to the 
Governor of the Territory.

When bills are enrolled they shall be examined by the En- 
rolling Committee of the House in which they originated, who 
shall carefully compare the enrollment with the engrossed bill, 
as passed in the two Houses, and, correcting any errors that 
may be discovered in the enrolled bills, make their report forth- 
with to the House in which the bill originated.

After a bill shall have been thus signed in each Housse, it 
shall be presented by the Enrolling Committee of the House 
in which it originated to the Governor of thè Territory for his 
approval (it being first endorsed on the back of the roll by the 
Secretary or Clerk, as the case may be, certifying in which 
House the bill originated). The said committee shall report 
the day of presentation, which time shall be carefully entered 
on the journal of the House in which the bill originated.

which infest our frontier, 

The high price of living, and the higher price of labor con- 
sequent in a mining community, will prevent, in a great meg- 
sure, the filling of our quota, without more than ordinary in- 
ducements be given for that purpose, and I feel it will be a 
rare prvilere for the great-hearted, whole-souled mountaineers, 
ranchmen and miners, to contribute in this way their support 
of a government, beneath whose starry flag their cradles were 
rocked, and that still flings its protecting shadow over their 
fathers’ graves. 

Let us respond as befits us to this, our country’s call, that 
Idaho’s record may, in the grand future that waits her, be 
worthy of the wisdom of her sons, and the patriotism of her 
people—that the young star of her State craft be luminous 
only with the light of loyalty.

The minority of your Committee on Military Affairs, to 
whom was referred Council Bill No 41, an Act relating to the 
militia of this Territory, would respectfully report: That after 
careful consideration, I have come to the conclusion that the 
bill is uncalled for in the present state of our Territory. Qur 
population, limited to less than twenty-two thousand souls, 
and spread over a tract of country sufficiently large to form a 
half dozen respectable States, renders a military organization, 
with its accompanying enrollings, musters, and reviews, not 
only a great public expense, but a private burden to each male 
citizen, between the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, that 
in many cases would cause great hardship and privation, Our 
population is mostly composed of hardy pioneers, who are 
well supplied with arms, and they never require a call from 
military authority to defend the citizens of any portion of their 
Territory from hostile Indians, whether located within or with- 
out its borders. Our citizens, especially those of the Boise 
Basin, have always, heretofore, when outraged by hostile In- 
dians, dealt out to them immediate chastisement, in less time 
than it would have taken to put the complicated machinery of ~ 
the militia law into operation, after being organized, and which 
can produce no good results to the public, unless it is to give 
every man within our Territory a military title. 

The influence of the military who have heretofore been 
posted in this Territory, has not been such as to inspire much 
confidence in military authority, as it has, at times, been ad- 
verse to cultivating peace and quietude with the Indian tribes 
‘within our borders. 

The bill also makes the civil subservient to the military au- 
thority, thus striking at the foundation of civil liberty. It is 
our duty at all times to guard our constituents against the en- 
croachments of military power, and cherish the principles of 
liberty inherited from our fathers, especially when the Com- 


ye 
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mander-in-Chief is placed over them without their sanction or 
consent, and in no wise connected with them in feeling and in- 
terest, or responsible to them for his acts. I would, therefore, 
report the bill back to the Council, and recommend its indefi- 
nite postponement.
